City Loses Two Good Officers 

It is unfortunate that two of the city’s department heads 
have resigned. 

It is unfortunate for the city because Police Chief E. C. 
Mehl and Fire Chief Jake W. Voth have been efficient pub- 
lic servants. Their places will be hard to fill. Their ser 
vices were of real value to the community, 

It is unfortunate for the eity council and the city as a 
whole that they resigned. There is no apparent fundamental 
reason for such action. With both taking similar action 
within a week, they have made the “city hall situation”’ 
look bad. 

With emphasis, we add the situation isn’t as bad as it 
appears. As far as can be learned, there was no reason for 
the resignations other than the development of ‘‘feelings’’ 
and a ‘‘clash of personalities’’. 

When three men took their new positions on the city 
council recently it was announced they wanted to become 
fully informed; they wanted to study the various depart- 
ments and learn all about the job that was given them by 


the electors. In the course of following out that policy some 
*“feelings’’ were developed ; misunderstanding followed. 

Sinee the reasons for the resignations apparently 
largely ‘‘personal’’, what has been said here is neither in 
defense nor in criticism of the publie officials concerned. 
Simply stated, it is a regrettable situation. 

The councilmen, however, are to be commended for their 
interest in studying all phases of the municipal business they 
are to conduct. They are trustees for the publie and it is 
their job to acquaint themselves with the public business.
